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Frankfurt airport bomb injures 10 

FRANKFURT, April 3 (R)— Ten airline workers were injured 
today when a bomb believed possibly meant for an Israeli airliner 
exploded at Frankfurt Airport One man had an arm blown off 
and he and another were described as critically ill in hospital. 
Hans Piesker, Federal Prosecutor's spokesman, tonight ruled out 
German extremists and said: “There are more indications that 
this is the work of Palestinians.” The bomb exploded on a trolley 
of parcels destined for several planes and various parts of the 
world. Mail for Israefs El Al airline is handled at Frankfurt and 
this increased speculation that the bomb was supposed to blow up 
an Israeli plane in flight and went off too soon. As well as the two 
men critically injured, two were seriously wounded and the six 
others treated for cuts and shock. Security police fearing more 
blasts sealed off part of the airport and postal services were 
temporarily suspended.

Shelling, heavy 
firing erupt in,

NAIROBI, April 3 (R)-Shelling 
and heavy firing erupted in and 
around Kampala again today as 
residents of the Ugandan capital 
awaited an expected attack by 
Tanzanian-backed rebel forces. 

Exile sources said forces 
opposed to President Idi Amin 
had been stockpiling ammunition 
and fuel several kilometres 
southwest of Kampala for almost a 
week. They indicated that pre- 
parations for a final assault on the 
capital were nearing completion. 

A diplomat in Kampala 
reported hearing prolonged small 
arms fire in the dty this morning, 
while other residents spoke of 
shelling in the southwestern sub- 
urb of Natete, probably emanat- 
ing from Ugandan artillery. 

Radio Uganda repeated its 
statement that anti- A min forces 
had bombarded Kampala over the 
past two weeks “causing much 
destruction to mosques, churches,' 
hospitals, petrol depots and dip- 
lomats' houses." 

The radio quoted President 
Amin as saying be had closed 
Entebbe Airport to international 
traffic because aircraft were being 
hit during Tanzanian bombing 
raids.

A Turkoman doctor said today 
his Persian colleagues had told 
him 30 Turkomans and 116 Per- 
sians had been killed in the fight- 
ing so far. Persian militia men told 
Reuter yesterday 50 of their 
number and 150 Turkomans had 
died. No Turkomans or cor- 
respondents have been allowed to 
visit the town morgue, in the Per- 
sian sector of the town. 

According to the Turkomans, 
the fighting erupted after the 
Islamic militia men, armed 
civilians who took over police 
work after the revolution, opened 
fire at a Turkoman rally on March 
26 near the town's 973-year-old 
rower. The Turkomans had 
decided at the rally to boycotr last 
weekend's referendum on the 
establishment of an Islamic 
republic of Iran. 

A nearby Turkoman cultural 
centre was ransacked the same 
day, further fanning racial hos- 
tility. 

The Turkomans are Sunni Mos- 
lems while most Iranians belong to 
the ShFite sect of Islam. The Tur- 
komans insist that the fighting had 
nothing fo do with religion and 
said they were only defending 
themselves and demanding more 
rights.

Nuclear reactor under control, 
evacuation plans suspended 


MIDDLETOWN, Pennsylvania, 
April 3 (R)— Scientists and techni- 
cians today pressed on with the 
delicate task of reducing even 
further what is now only a remote 
chance of a major nuclear accident 
at the Three Mile Island atomic 
power plant. 

State plans for a mass evacu- 
ation of local people in case sci- 
entists failed to make the reactor 
safe have been suspended. 

Nuclear experts said that the 
reactor was apparently back under 
control. 

The problem was that when the 
cooling systems failed last week, 
damage was caused to the 
uranium fuel rods which formed 
the heart of the reactor, the seep- 
age of radioactive material con- 
taminated the water normally 
used to cool the reactor. At the 
same time, a hydrogen bubble 
formed on the inside of the reac- 
tor. That left open the possibility 
that if the cooling water was 
reduced the bubble could expand, 
forcing water away from the fuel 
rods and hearing them even 
further. 

In trying to remove the hyd- 
rogen bubble, scientists were con- 
fronted with the problem that it 
might be mixed with oxygen in 
which case it could become highly 
explosive. 

In the last two days, officials of 
the Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission (NRC) and the three 
utilities which share the power’ 
plant have concluded that this 


problem is minimal and it will be 
possible to continue cooling the 
core using normal procedures. 

The initial formation of the 
bubble was "something that we 
had never counted on in any of our 
theoretical models of possible 
accidents," said an engineer for 
one of the utility companies. “All 
things considered, I think we have 
handled this very well."

President Sadat during their 
50-minute meeting this morning. 
Bui he said he could not disclose 
details of the meeting before he 
reports to a special cabinet session 
called for tomorrow morning, to 
be followed by a special session of 
the Knesset. 

Meanwhile. President Sadat 
was quoted in Hamburg. West 
Germany, today assaying no Mos- 
lem would ever accept Israeli sov- 
reignty over the old city of 
Jerusalem. 

Speaking in an interview with 
the illustrated weekly Stem which 
released his remarks in advance of 
publication tomorrow, Mr. Sadat 
brushed aside differences of 
interpretation with Israel on the 
peace agreement. 

Commenting on the Israeli 
insistence that occupied 
Jerusalem will remain the capital 
of Israel. President Sadat said: 
“No Moslem, no Arab will ever 
accept Israeli sovereignty over the 
old city of Jerusalem, whatever 
Begin says." 

The Egyptian leader, who gave 
the interview when he came 
through Bonn last week on his way 
home from the Washington treaty 
signing, said “the Israelis are 
always like that." 

Asked what would happen if the 
Israelis refused to gram an aut- 
onomous state to the Palestinians. 
President Sadat said: “What the 
Israelis say is one thing, what 
actually happens is another." 

“The real test of the peace 
agreement lies in the negotiations 
beginning in one month," he 
added. 

President Sadat said the night 
before the peace agreement was 
signed he had a really hard two- 
hour argument with Mr. Begin. 

“I said to him what will the 
world say tomortow morning 
u-hen we go and declare there is no 
treaty.” he related. “In the end we 
did reach agreement. That’s how it 
is with the Israelis.”

Spokesman Carter declined to say what form those 
soundings would take and said he did not yet know how 
the boycott would affect such- matters as the $500 mil- 
lion sale to Egypt of 50 F-5E jets due to have been 
financed by Saudi Arabia. 

The sale was part of a $5 billion U.S. aircraft deal to 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Israel agreed la$t year. 

The spokesman said that the plane deal and other 
economic and political aspects of the Arab League 
action were the reason the study was being undertaken. 

' President Carter meanwhile called for urgent action 
by Congress over special aid proposed for Egypt and 
Israel and said any changes would damage his policy of 
dealing in an even-handed manner with the two coun- 
tries. ' 

. The Carter Administration has recommended S3 bil- 
lion for Israel and $1.8 billion for Egypt in the next three 
years to implement the separate peace treaty. 

Mr. Carter also said in a letter to key congressmen that 
the package reflected a careful balance between the 
economic and military burdens being assumed by each 
country and the need to restrain U.S. spending in a 
period of inflation. 

Mr. Carter said the budget would be increased by only 
"SI. 47 billion because the remainder of the package 
would be in the form of loons. 

He said Congress should give urgent approval to the 
package - to avoid delays that could threaten imple- 


mention of the peace treaty. “The proposed U.S. assis- 
tance is a coherent, inter-related package which requires 
urgent congressional action." he said. 

Under the president’s proposal, Israel would receive 
$800 million in grants to cover the costs of replacing air 
bases it will leave in Sinai and $2.2 billion in foreign 
military sales credits. 

Egypt would receive $1 .5 billion in military sales cre- 
dits and S300 million in economic aid. 

State Department officials said that part of the 
increase in U.S. economic assistance to Egypt would 
include money for food imports. 

The economic funds would be provided under the 
budget of the U.S. Agency for International Develop- 
ment. These funds could be used for technical assistance, 
capital, projects and commodity imports, the officials 
said. 

Egypt has pledged to improve Lhe diets and standards 
of living of the population, partly through food imports 
and through adopting modem agricultural methods. 

Under the U.S. budget for the current financial year 
ending Sept. 30, Egypt would receive about $250 mil- 
lion for commodity imports out of total aid financing of 
$750 million. 

.Egypt also has been allocated 5215 million to buy 
wheat or flour under the “Food for Peace" programme. 
But State and White House aides said they expect no 
change in the funding for this programme.

THE CONCEPT of being a millionaire is one of 
the funnies: notions in the world, for it is given 
various meanings by different people in different 
countries over different periods. To be a mil- 
lionaire in Jordan, one must have at least three 
rimes as much income or wealth as a millionaire in 
the United Stales. This is simply so because a 
Jordanian dinar b worth three times more than 
occ U.$. dollar. A millionaire in Italy is only 1/ 
2300 as rich as his counterpart in Jordan. 

While the world agrees on some sort of measure 
of poverty, rt does not agree on a similar one for 
wealth. In the L'nited Nations annals, one finds 
sraieraeDB indicating that he who ehrns less than 
S500 a year is poor. We never find a statement 
saying that he who earns Si million a year is a 
millionaire, from an international point of view. 

The problem however, does not stop here. 
When we say that Mr. John Doe is a millionairc,- 
ic never know whether he has wealth worth at 
least Si million or whether he has SI million as an 
annual income, or. Iasi but not least, whether he 
has SI tnifiion in cash on him. 

In everyday jargon, a millionaire is a man who 
owns things and does things that other people do 
so: usually own and seldom do. He is a man who 
plays golf, is a member of an exclusive club, owns a 
private plane and can afford to be eccentric. 

Having S i million puts a man in “high” pos- 
itions. and he suffers from the “air hostess syn- 
drome.” This new concept means that a passenger 
always sees the air hostess as being beaunfiri up in 
the skies, whether she is or not. A rich man is seen 
as beautiful. But does he see things as beautiful up 
there?

Felicia 
Langer, the noted attorney who 
often defends Palestinians in 
Israeli courts, reported on her vis- 
its to several prisons where she 
had met with detained students.

Some of them 
reported having been tortured 
while in prison. 

More recently, the university 
issued a statement concerning the 
actions of the Israeli soldiers on 
March 12. 1979. A strike was 
declared for March 13 protest of 
severe harassment 

The university demanded that 
“a full and just inquiry be con- 
ducted into the matter, that the 
Israeli officials responsible be 
brought to justice, and that no 
similar occurence take place in our 
country." 

The March 12 events began 
with an army checkpoint being set 
up on the road to Birzeit. A 
demonstration against President 
Carter's visit ended with the 
shooting of four persons by Israeli 
soldiers. At 1:30 a curfew was 
imposed on the university. During 
the afternoon many of the town's 
residents were searched and the 
military' governor of the West 
Bank called a university official in 
for a meeting at the Birzeit Post 
Office. 

By 9:30 p.m. the curfew was 
lifted and students and staff were 
allowed to leave Birzeit for home.

AMMAN. April 3 — Five major 
contracts covering most of the 
remaining work on the country’s 
second largest industrial project — 
the S3UG million chemical fer- 
tiliser plant at Aqaba — will be 
awarded m the next seven months.. 
Jordan Fertiliser Industry Com- 
pany Ltd. General Manager. Dr. 
Mahmud Mnrdi. told the Jordan 
Times here today. 

The company is now evaluating 
the offers of live international 
companies which have submitted 
bids to help the JF1C establish and 
run its own marketing operation 
during the first years ul pro- 
duction. The chosen company will 
provide international market 
reports, the use of its existing 
international marketing network 
(such as office space), training for 
Jordanian staff, assistance in gen- 
erally selling Jordanian chemical 
fertilisers abroad, and. for the first 
few years, guaranteeing the sale • 
of a certain amount of output of 
the Jordanian plant. Dr. Mardi 
said sales of somewhere around 

200.000 tons u year might be 
guaranteed by the chosen mar- 
keting company to begin with, 
after the Aqaba plant starts pro- 
ducing in the first half of 19X1. 

The JFICs plant at Aqaba will 
process 1.3 million tons of Jor- 
danian raw phosphate rock into 

740.000 metric tons of Ji- 
amonium phosphate and 105.000 
ions a year ol phosphoric acid. 

Dr. Mardi said it has not yet 
been decided whether one mar- 
keting partner will be chosen to 
help JFIC sell its products all over 
the world, or whether, as the pot- 
ash company is doing, two or three 
separate firms will be hired to 
undertake marketing activities in 
different pans of the globe. 

A decision on the marketing 
panner will be made in June, Dr. 
Mardi said. He named the five 
companies that have submitted 
offers as Fisons (UK >. Mitsubishi 
(Japan). Metallgescllschaft AG 
(West Germany). Woodward and 
Dickerson (USA) and Inter- 
national Ore and Fertilizer 
(USA). Both Mitsubishi and 
Woodward and Dickerson have 
reached preliminary agreements 
to act as marketing partners for 
the potash company in the Far 
East and North and South 
America respectively. 

The contract to transport to 
Aqaba most of the mcchunical 
equipment required for the var- 
ious units of the fertiliser complex 
will be awarded this month. Dr. 
Mardi said. Ten bids have been 
submitted for this contract. 

The next contract to be awarded 
after that will he for construction 
of the seawater intake system, 
which will circulate four million 
gallons of seawater per hour to 
cool the production facilities. Ten

The two other major contracts 
to he awarded this summer and 
autumn are for the installation of 
the mechanical and electrical 
works for the entire fertiliser 
complex. 

Tender documents for the elec- 
trical work arc now with the ten 
international firms that have pre- 
qunliilcd for the job. Their bids 
will be submitted in May and a 
decision is expected in June or 
July. 

International companies have 
already been invited to prequalify 
for the mechanical installation 
contract, which is scheduled to be 
awarded in September or 
October. Dr. Mardi said. 

He added that the total value ol 
the transport, seawater intake, 
mechanical 3nd electrical instal- 
lation contracts will be over $100 
million. These would come on top 
of the S 1 50 million that have been 
committed already for civil works 
and purchase of the equipment for 
the project. The total cost of the 
project is expected to be around 
5300 million, excluding the port. 

This will be covered by the JFTC 
equity capita! of JD 40 million (or 
about $135 million) and com- 
mercial and soft loans of Si 73 mil- 
lion. which have all been secured 
from the Kuwaiti.

and will accommodate a 50.UGU- 
ton ship and a 3rt,00(.Mon ship 
simultaneously. 

A second port that has been 
built alongside the project and. is ■ 
now being used as a temporary 
facility to unload the equipment 
required for the fertiliser complex 
may be kept in use after the plant 
starts working. Dr. Mardi 
revealed. He said it may be used 
permanently to unload the sul- 
phur that will have to be imported, 
and which is one of the raw mat- 
erials for producing chemical fer- 
tilisers. The port could also be 
used to unload fuel oil, which will 
also have to be imported to power 
the electricity-generating station 
being built as pan of the fertiliser 
complex. 

This would allow the main port 
to be used exclusively for fertiliser 
exports and as well as exports of 
potash, as the new port will be 
shared with the potash company. 

The two raw materials which 
will have to be imported are sul- 
phur and ammonia, both of which 
can be found in sufficient quan- 
tities in the Arab World. At full 
production, the fertiliser plant will 
need 360.000 tons a year of sul- 
phur and 17,000 tons a year of 
ammonia. Contacts have already 
been made with prospective Arab 
suppliers of these products, and 
firm agree men to for their pro- 
vision will have to be made before 
the end of this year. Dr. Mardi 
said. 

Dr. Mardi also said that a JD 1 
million housing estate in Aqaba 
has been purchased for use by the 
fertiliser project’s senior per- 
sonnel. It will house 95 engineers 
and their families, but is now being 
used by the general contractor's 
staff. 

The fertiliser company has also 
asked the Housing Corporation to 
provide 150 housing units by the 
end of this year and' another 150 
next year for permanent staff 
housing. When it is running at full 
capacity, the fertiliser complex 
will have a permanent staff at 
Aqaba of 600 people. 

Dr. Mardi also explained that 
means of cooperation and coor- 
dination with the potash and 
phosphate companies are being 
explored in detail. They are 
examining, for example, a unified 
code of regulations for employees, 
joint training of personnel, coor- 
dination in drawing up inter- 
national contracts, joint technical 
work, such as common workshop* 
or repair facilities, and joint trans- 
port facilities, including stan- 
dardising purchases of trucks and 
cars to allow for savings in spare 
parts and maintenance. 

There is also the possibility that 
eventually the three large 
mineral-based companies (phos- 
phates, potash and chemical fer- 
tilisers) would form a unified mar- 
keting office to coordinate their 
international sales efforts.

Meanwhile, a leading Indian 
newspaper said today that the 
execution of Mr. Bhutto could 
lead to the disintegration of Pakis- 
tan. 

The Times of India said General 
Zia would bo *" well-advised, e'en 
at this late stage, to realise that the 
noose around Mr. Bhucto'sneck is 
not the answer to Pakistan's awe- 
some problems. 

"The former prime minister has 
much to answer for. But to hang 
him on a flimsy charge, and that 
too on the basis of a four-to-three 
judgement, will be an act of tolly.” 
the paper said. “It could set in 
motion a chain of events which 
might well lead to the dis- 
integration of what is left of Pakis- 
tan." 

The Indian government has so 
far made no official plea for cle- 
mency. but President Sanjiva 
Reddy has called for Mr. Bhutto's 
life to be spared. 


U.S. Defence Department says: 


Last SALT obstacles may 
be overcome in next 2 days 

WASHINGTON, April 3 (R} - The Soviet Union and the United 
States are near agreement on a new Strategic Arms Limkatiaa 
(SALT) treaty and the last obstacles could be overcome in the 
next two days. Defence Department officials said. 

If the forecast proves correct. Salt II could be signed ~ a sunnuk 
meeting as early as next month. Soviet Presdfu n Leonid 
Brezhnev's health presents a complicating factor, hut L\S. offi- 
cials cited two reasons why the signing should take place is 
Washington instead of Moscow. 

They hope a visit by the Soviet leader will help the atiminisr- 
ration win the two-thirds vote in the Senate required for U-S. 
ratification of the treaty. The second reason, more a protocol one. 
is that ft is President Carter's turn to be host. 

Six years in the making and bristling with provisions aimed at 
detecting cheating, the treaty is designed to permit mutual ctT- 
backs in spending on the huge weapons systems th3i have sapped 
much of the two superpowers wealth for decades. 

The single issue said to be awaiting resolution is when to permit 
what is known in SALT jargon as "encryption." the use of coded 
missile test data to conceal from the other side whatisbeingtesred 
or how the test turns out. And at the Defence Department, 
officials were raying privately the last details of the treaty could be 
resolved as early as Thursday. 

On Thursday. Defence Secretary Harold Brown w2I make a 
speech intended as the administration's major bid for support in 
the Senate where the treaty siiB needs votes. Mr. Brown's address 
in New- York is to a joint meeting of two private organisations, the 
Foreign Policy Association and the Council on Foreign Relations.

The three-man judicial inquiry, 
headed by’ Judge Rudolf Erasmus, 
specifically exonerated Premier 
Botha, who is also defence minis- 
ter, Senator Owen Horwood. the 
finance minister, and Dr. Piet 
Koomhof. minister for plural 
(black) relations. 

It was the second interim report 
from the Erasmus Commission. 
The commission's first report last 
December exposed massive irre- 
gularities in the now defunct 
Information Department involv- 
ing misuse of millions of dollars 
earmarked for South Africa's 
propaganda war. 

Mr. Botha expanded the com- 
mission's terms of reference by 
asking it to make a special, urgent 
report on allegations that mem- 
bers of his cabinet had prior know- 
ledge of the scandal, especially the 
secret funding of the pro- 
government newspaper, the Citi- 
zen. 

Dealing with the former Infor- 
mation Department, the com- 
mission report said its findings 
unmistakeably indicated “that the 
pollution does not spread wider 


than department." ^- , - e report continued. 

The report said Mr. Botha a?“ Dr. Koomhor, then minister for

U.S. nuclear industry: ‘On public trial for M th

NEW YORK. April 3 (R) - .As 
scientists fight to contain The 
danger at Pennsylvania's leaking 
atom plant, the United States nuc- 
lear industry has gone on public 
trial for its fife. 

The macabre experience of a 
near disaster at the Three Mile 
Island plant has alerted Ameri- 
cans more than ever before to the 
potential hazards of nuclear 
power. 

Since the reactor leak was first 
announced last Wednesday, the 
demonstrations and public outcry 7 
have spread rapidly from New 
England to California. 

"The nuclear industry," said 
Pennsylvania Republican Senator 


Richard Schweiker. "is on trial as 
i: has never been before." 

California Governor Edmund 
Brown asked that a similar plant in 
Sacramento be temporarily dosed 
for inspection. “The (Pennsy- 
lvania) incident makes a lie of the 
soothing propaganda of nudear 
zealots that serious nudear acci- 
dents are nearly impossible," he 
said.- 

Mr. Robert Pollard, a former 
staffer of the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (XRC), the gov- 
ernment agency in charge of safety 
in nuclear power plants, charged 
that problems s imil ar to those at 
Three Mile Island, Harrisburg had 
turned up at seven other reactors 
from California to Florida — but 
no one paid heed. 


One early casualty of the acci- 
dent will probably be a research 
nuclear reactor at Columbia Uni- 
versity in the middle of New York 
City. The reactor has been in place 
for more than ten years but never 
acrivitaied. mainly because of 
community and student objec- 
tions. 

But even before the Three Mile 
Island incident, the nuclear indus- 
try' s troubles were manifold. 

Apart from increasing public 
suspidon on the benefits of nuc- 
lear energy, construction dif- 
ficulties and relatively stringent 
safety regulations have delayed 
every conceivable project set by 
government and industry.

Most of all, jjerhaps, China’s 
industrial renaissance is going to 
call for an unprecedented expan- 
sion of her basic natural resources. 
In order to do this the Republic is 
now seeking from the West the 
roost up-to-date technology to 
develop and expand her known 
deposits of minerals. 

While behind the West in most 
of technology, the Chinese have 
shown themselves to be adept in 
the art of exploration. They are 
known to have deposits of oil and 
gas, coaL iron ore. bauxite (the 
raw material of aluminium), anti- 
mony. asbestos, copper, fluorspar, 
gold. lead and zinc, manganese, 
mercury, molybdenum, tin, tung- 
sten and uranium. Even diamonds 
have been found in the Shangtung 
Province where the 158 carat 
Chang Lin diamond turned up in 
1977. 

Present production of these 
minerals, however, faDs far short 
of China’s requirments. The coun- 
try is particularly short of copper 
(which it is already importing on a 
-i reable scale), lead, zinc and the 


In the drive to develop her economy, 
China’s shopping list includes ten iron 
and steel complexes, eight coal mines, 
ten oil and gas fields, six trunk rail- 
ways, thirty .power stations and five 
harbours.

steel industry metal, cobalt. 
Mineria development deals are 
thus being offered to all comers 
from the Western world’s mining 
and oil producing industries. 

There is something of a stam- 
pede of Western companies hop- 
ing to secure these deals to 
increase China’s mineral output. 
It comes at a time when the mining 
companies are only just emerging 
from a three-year period of stag- 
nation in new mine development 
brought about by depressed metal 
prices and the lack of security for 
•the capital needed for the opening 
up of new ventures in the Third 
World countries. 

But while the rewards of work- 


ing for China may be high, none of 
the Western groups has any illu- 
sions that this is a licence to print 
money. The Chinese have a 
shrewd business acumen and, 
against a background of intense 
competition for contracts, it is 
being found that suggested terms 
for each deal offered become 
progressively less favourable. 

Furthermore, the Chinese are 
keeping their options open. 
Agreements galore have been 
announced, such as the $600 mil- 
lion copper complex that Ame- 
rica’s Fluor Mining and Minerals 
.plans to build near Tehsiag in 
Kiangsi Province, the acco in- 
paying SI 17 million refinery diiu 


■ is to be provided by Japan's 
Sumitomo group, the S1.6 billion 
iron ore development of U.S. 
Steel and recently announced SI 
billion package of six non-ferrous 
mining projects to be shared by 
the British Charter-CJB and 
Selection Trust groups. 

But few. if any. of the various 
deals have been finally signed and 
sealed. At best they amount to let- 
ters of intent and the Chinese 
appear to be playing the field with 
some skill. They are also showing 
signs of scaling-down some of the 
earlier plans for fear ot' over- 
reaching themselves; the 
economic co-operation pact with 
Britain, for instance, has been 
reduced to £7 billion from the 
original target of £10 billion. 

There is also, of courae, the little 
matter of how China with her lack 
of foreign exchange is going to pay 
for her multi-billion deals with the 
West. The Chinese have the 
important asset of integrity and 
the country's high credit - rating is 
already attracting huge loan funds 
from international institutions, 
especially in the U.S. In the U.K., 
the latest pact contains a £2.5 bil- 
lion line of credit backed by the 
Export Credits Guarantee 
Department on behalf of the Brit- 
ish Government. 

Even so, China's requirements 
are not going to be financed bv' 


credit alone. The country' is eager 
io include a large measure of com- 
pensation trading, or barter. Coal 
has already been offered and 
other commodities on the export 
list include o3, tin and tungsten; 
Chinese deposits of the steel- 
hardening metal are probably the 
largest in the world. 

China is believed to be hoping 
that the major pan of her indus- 
trialisation may be completed 
within about five years. In the 
meantime the country may have to 
turn to the West for increasing 
supplies of basic materials, not- 
ably of the metals. This should 
help underpin the present recov- 
ery in the prices of metals which 
are still unrealistically low when 
account is taken of the cost of 
creating new mines. 

It might also lead to more realis- 
tic policies on the part of Third 

World countries towards their' 
overseas-run mining industries.
